For example, to show 
you |ust how far back water pollution goes, turn back the 
pages of time and read... 


THE HISTORY OF 



Water pollution started way back in the Stone Age. Every 
spring, cave men visited the Nile Gorge to bathe. For 
months afterwards, the water was totally polluted. So were 
most of the cave men from the smell! 


Pharoah Tut-Tut-Tut of Ancient Egypt was the next big 
name to make a splash in water pollution. He decreed that 
his royal camels be washed daily in the sea. From then on, 
people had to walk a mile to get away from camel water! 



During the Middle Ages, feudal lords disposed of out-of¬ 
style suits of armor by dumping them into a nearby river. 
The river happened to be in a valley and the water became 
red with rust. Today people still remember the Red River 
Valley!
